Killed in Action 



A more lively Interest was displayed 
in the matters coming before the an- 
nual meeting of the Students' Society 
held In the Union yesterday morning 
than has been I he ease for a number 
of years. Probably this was due to the 
fact that the business In hand wan of 
the utmost importance to members of 
the student body at large. The at. 
tendance was in the neighborhood of 
■100, and all hough this was lowered 
during the meeting, a considerable 
number of men remained until lis 
close, after one o'clock, more than 
three hours after it had been opened. 

The meeting was opened with the 
reading of the minutes of tb*> previous 
meeting by the secretary, Howard A. 
Melville. A. S. Lamb, president of the 
Students' Society, occupied the chair. 
.Mr. Lamb read a reply from the Grad- 
uates' Stadium Committee, explaining 
that the amendment passed at the last 
meeting of the society really lapses 
and the original agreement stands. 
.Mr. Lamb explained that the interest 
is to be met from the revenue of the 
Stadium, and In the event of there be- 
ing no revenue, as in the case this 
year, the graduates pay the interest. 
Mr. Melville read the statement of rev- 
enue and expenditures for the year. 
Hie same being adopted, 

Mr. Lamb called attention to the 
great misunderstanding which exists 
in the case of many students with re- 
gard to what becomes of the $10 uni. 
versai fee. 

The Hall? Report. 

Lieut, C. J. Tidmarsh read the finan- 
cial statement of the McGill Daily for 
the year, and also for the Special' War 
Contingent Supplement. A surplus of 
was shown In the first case and 
one of ÎL5JS.88 in the second case. 
Thanks lo Ihe new constitution and 
the system by which representatives 
to the editorial board are elected from 
the valions classes, Lieut. Tidmarsh 
said the Daily was being conducted in 
a most satisfactory manner. The of- 
fices have been enlarged during Ihe 
summer, and this has counted a great 
deal in the success which the Daily 
has attained. Lieut. Tidmarsh also 
spoke of the system of awarding pins 
and of the need for additional men to 
help in the issue of the student news- 
paper. 

Mr. K. A. Leslie, who was edilor-in- 
chief in charge of the special issue of 
Ihe Dally, asked where Ihe surplus 
from that edition had gone to, and was 
told by Mr. Lamb lhat, in accordance 
with an agreement, it had been handed 
over to the C.O.T.C. Battalion. Mr. 
Lamb thought that the Students' So- 
ciety should in some manner put itself 
on record in appreciation of the work 
done by the Daily staff. At a later 
stage of the meeting, a resolution, 
moved by .Mr. L. H. Nichols and sec- 
onded by R. Kadic, was passed. 

Two amendments relating to the 
succession to the presidency and vice, 
presidency of Ihe Students' Society in 
(he event of the death of those holding 
Ihe offices, and a third touching upon 
the appointment of the Comptroller 
rendered necessary by the agreement 
with Ihe graduates' committee, were 
adopted. 

The Military Situation. 

Military matters were reached when 
Lieut. J. C. Simpson, acting adjutant 
of the C.O.T.C, arose to deliver an 
address on the matter of enlisting In 
the Battalion. Lieut. Simpson, in open- 
ing his remarks, expressed his appre- 
ciation of the favor conferred in al- 
lowing him lo speak before Ihe meet. 
Ins. The case, however, was urgent 
and he was of Ihe opinion that all 
would agree with him at the close of 
his remarks. He criticized (he letter 
of "Veritas" appearing In yesterday's 
issue of Ihe McGill Dally. The Maf- 
ia] ion, he staled, was not appealing lo 
Ihe man who does not. consider it to be 
his duly to prepare for eventualities! 
nor to the men whose careers will suf- 
fer, but to the men who believe that 
everybody should train Ihomselves for 
whatever may come and devote the 
lime otherwise spent in recreation lo 
drill. Lieut. Simpson spoke or the 
seriousness of the times and of the sit- 
uation at McGill. 

" The students of McGill hold their 
honor in (heir hands," he declared 
after referring to the reputation which 
the C.O.T.C. enjoys in tho United 
States and in the Mother Country. 
Over 125 men who were with the C. O 
T. C. last year are now holding com- 
missions, and over I2. r » others arc serv- 
is as N. C. O.'s and men. nom the 
War Office down," said Lieul. Simp- 
son, "it is found that Ihcse men are 
making good and have profited tm- 
mensely by their work with the Batta- 
lion.

Dr. R. W. Powell, of Ottawa, regis- 
trar of Ihe Medical Court of Canada, 
has announced the results of the ex- 
aminations for the qualification of !.. 
M. C. C, held recently in .Montreal. 
Some fifty candidates presented them- 
selves for examination, from all over 
Canada, and of these 2" were success- 
ful. 

The qualification of L.M.C.C. is 
accepted for registration to practice 
In any province or Canada, under Ihe 
provisions or the Canada Medical Act, 
known familiarly as Ihe "Roddick 
Dill." 

The presiding officer at the examin- 
ations wns the registrar, Dr. Robert 
W, Powell, of Ottawa, and his depu- 
ties were Dr. J. \V, Scane and Dr. A. 
U. Rivet, of Montreal. 

There were in all 28 examiners (14 
English and M French) in order to 
provide for candidates who desired to 
be examined in French. 

The examiners are chosen by the 
Medical Council of Canada, and arc all 
men or note rrom the various centres 
of Canada engaged in the teaching of 
medicine and surgeiy. 

The spring examination took place 
at Winnipeg last June, when 40 candi- 
dates presented themselves. 

A much larger class than 50 would 
have been at tills present examination 
had it not been for Ihe war and its at- 
tendant complications and necessities, 
requirinlg the services of a large num- 
ber of young medical men.

A Yankee on the British 



The following letter, which is quoted in the London "Spec- 
tator," is by a young American fighting with the Allies :— 

"I've been mixed up with the British soldiers for some time 
.jiow," he says, "and I tell you there is not a cleaner fighter nor 
*_better gentleman in the world than the average Britisher. They j 
Eknow how to win and they know how to lose. They never forget 
^they are gentlemen no matter what they do, and they have the 
i courage that knows no ending- Napoleon said— 'The British na-| 
£tion is a race of lions led by asses,' and he was quite right. They , 
-are thought to be snobs, but I admire them. I have seen the j 
^'snobs' out in France, and braver men nor truer gentlemen never 
^lived. They share the hardships with the men, and never ask them 
ito do what they wouldn't do themselves. The men worship them, 
;and will follow them anywheite. I have yet the witness a German 
Eofficer leading his men in a charge. They follow after. But the 
^British officer always leads his men. and so does the French. 

"For an example of the average British officer let me tell you 
;of my company commander, Lieut. Scott. He is only a boy of 
rtwenty, and a direct descendant of Sir Walter Scott. He was an 
îonly son of one of the proudest families in Scotland. When there 
rwas any risky work to be done he would not shift it off on to a ser- 
"geant or corporal, but would ask for volunteers, and when he had 
"those he wanted would lead himself. His unflinching devotion to 
what he considered his duty and quiet courage he considered his 
duty and quiet courage in the performance of that duty was some- 
thing beautiful to witness " 



College Days Not Holidays 



An undergraduate has written recently his confessions for the 
; textbook, in which he says: "In a secluded rural community such 
I as ours, college life is a delightful idle existence, varied enough to 
J keep it sweet. The hours wasted every day in a modern American 
: university would furnish interesting material to those persons 
' with a passion for disconcerting statistics." 

This view of university life is not especially new. There have 
: always been angles from which men have seen college existence as 
' an easy-going play-speU. 

While there is little doubt that there is far too large a class 
of undergraduates who take their four years in college as a some- 
. what pleasant holiday, no one can study the statistics showing the 
' large number of the college men of America supporting themselves 
: fully or in part through their college course by all kinds of work, 
.without realizing that to the major part of our undergraduates 
: student days are more than four years of outing. The tendency 
: to restrict the elective system, together with the more emphatic 
•insistence by the faculty upon scholarship upon the part of athletes 
^jare only a few of the signs revealing the drift toward making our 
: colleges more truly intellectual centres. 



The C. O. T. C. 

To the Editor of the Daily: 

Dear Sir, — In reading over your two 
recent issues I notice several letters 
which discuss the attitude of the stu- 
dents' body with regard to the recruit- 
ing of the Battalion. The opinions ex- 
pressed in these letters seemed to find 
favor in every discussion of this sub- 
ject by the students during the last 
few days. 

The whole trouble seems to be that 
the students gave the Battalion a fair 
trliil last year, but before the end of 
the session— -in fact, at the very outset 
—the majority became dissatisfied with 
the way things were carried on. In 
spile of what .Mr. Simpson may say. 
every student knows that the battalion 
work made great inroads upon his 
time for studying, which even under 
ordinary circumstance is considered 
Just sufficient for the work prescribed 
in the curriculum. 

The students last year decided to ob- 
tain what they though would be good 
military training, and willingly "paid" 
part of their valuable time l'or II. They 
now decide thai the small amount of 
trnining they received was not worth 
the sacrifice of .a good part of their 
Studies. Most men come here to study 
and cannot do two things at once. Of 
course there is also the kind of stu- 
dents Mr. Simpson mentions who can 
give several nights a week lo pleasure, 
but. these are not representative of the 
students as a whole. 

At (he very outset last year It was 
found by many that a good deal of 
time spent with the battalion was 
wasted as far as their object in be- 
longing to the battalion was con- 
cerned. There were many very good 
and devoted officers in the battalion, 
but a great many were men who had 
no previous military experience what- 
ever. At the same time, men who had 
qualified as officers were serving in 
the ranks, for these new and Incom- 
petent officers to practice on, oven 
though they had sought to get posi- 
tions to which theey were entitled. 

If the officers were not selected on 
their qualifications or efficiency, how- 
were they chosen? This question was 
brought up at meetings lasl year, and 
also in the columns of the Daily later 
on, but It was never answered.

The work of the Auxiliary Battalion 
is very good. It is hoped that they 
will succeed in training their one 
thousand men. but it rsrnot a represen- 
tative .McGill battalion and should not 
necessarily feel itself entitled to the 
support of the students any more than 
any other city battalion, to which class 
it seems to belong. 

All facts concerning the battalion 
have 'jocu widely advertised, and it is 
up to fiith student tc decide for him- 
self whether he will benefit by joining 
the battalion or not.

; What is our attitude towards the C. O. T. C? This is the 
5 question most prominently before the undergraduates of McGill 
:at the present moment, and one which should be answered at once. 
:Last year the answer was a muster parade over one thousand 
•strong; this year, after three weeks advertising and persuasion; 
•there are seventy-seven students in the ranks of what is, in name 
at least, the McGill C. O. T. C. 

What is the real reason or reasons for this startling change 
:of feeling towards the battalion? It is certainly not any change of 
Attitude towards military affairs, for some students are actually 
ijoining other units in the city in order to secure military training. 
•For some time there has been evident an antipathy or at least an 
: apathy towards the McGill regiment, but until quite recently the 
subject has not been open and freely discussed. There has been 
.'a feeling that the matter would adjust itself somehow and that 
jit was advisable to give it as little publicity as possible. As the 
'.weeks have passed the state of affairs has not become any better 
and the Daily believes that the time has now come for an open and 
•.thorough inquiry into the whole matter. The honest staterenl of 
"grievances and complaints is not unpatriotic but absolutely ne- 
cessary before any real and stable settlement can bo arrived at. 

A considerable number of the students who joined the corps 
last fall soon went to the front and practically all those who are 
"Jeft and who have returned to the University this session have 
jsome good reason why they have not also enlisted. They have 
■come back to college primarily to study, and not with the intention 
j>f acquiring some degree of military proficiency before going on 
active service. They are not, therefore, in the same position as 
:nany of those who belonged last year to the regiment and it is 



very much the false impression it has 
created. 

The statement which ,1 wish to re- 
vise refers to the number of McGill 
and University men who compose the 
Fourth Universities Company. I bava 
I now learned that there are two McGill 
men and 50 per cent, more university 
students and graduates in this com- 
pany, and I wish lo make it known. 

It is to be hoped that the report of 
the proceedings of the Students' So- 
ciety in this issue of the Daily will 
contain sufficient explanation of the 
granting the use of the Union to the 
Universities Company to clear away 
any misunderstanding. In case it 
should not, however, I simply desire 
to state again that it is the principle 
invovlv-ud in the method of granting 
the Union that was taken exception to,

NEW TRAINING CORPS 



Military Training Will Become Part 
of Curriculum at the O.A.I', 



Ottawa, October 21.— Canadian offi- 
cers training corps is to be establish- 
ed at Guclph Agricultural College as 
I he result of an interview with the 
Minister of Militia to-day, by a depu- 
tation headed by the Hon. James 
Duff, Ontario Minister of Agriculture. 

The inception of the idea was in the 
action of the corps already in exist- 
ence at the college in forming them- 
selves into a militia unit. In a short 
time every student was virtually a 
member of the drill corps, and it was 
decided to take up the matter of es- 
tablishing a training corps such as 
now exists at McGill and Toronto 
Universities. , 

After discussing the matter Sir Sam 
Hughes to-day gave permission for the 
establishment of such a corps at 
Guelph College. 

It will be uniformed and a regular 
unit of the militia. Every student who 
enters the College will immediately 
become an officer in training. Military 
training will. In other words become a 
part of the curriculum just as in the 
United States under the Morell Law. 
It is an obligatory study in agricul- 
tural colleges. 

The college has already sent two 
"Jundred students to the front. 

The deputation, which laid the mat- 
ter before the Milister of Militia, was 
composed of: Hon. Mr. Duff, Colonel 
Jack Currle, Captain A. B. Thomp- 
son, M.L.A.; Alex. Ferguson, M.L.A.; 
A. Potter. Warden of Simcoc County: 
\V. T. Allen, of Collingwood, while 
Messrs. J. I. Hart, M.L.A.; W. A. 
Boyes, M.P., and W. H. Bennett, M.P., 
also lent their assistance to the idea.

NO STUDENTS LEFT 



College Grounds Now Thronged 
With Convalescent Soldiers 
From Hospitals. 



Oxford. Eng.— Transfer the scene 
here to Cambridge or New Haven or 
any other American university town 
and you would understand what war 
might do to the young men of America. 

This is a golden autumn Sunday. 
The professors will dine in solitary 
state to-night in the vast balls. There 
will be no songs of students. There 
are no students. They are nearly all 
at the front. In peace times the cam- 
pus of each college would be thronged 
with undergraduates. To-day they are 
thronged with crippled men wearing 
the rough blue flannel suits soldiers 
wear in convalescent hospitals. They 
are not university men, either. 

Take a watchmaker from Meridan, 
Conn., a bridge painter from Brooklyn, 
a hog skinner from the stock yards, a 
railroad brakeman from Minneapolis, 
and a 'Frisco dock hand, put them on 
the campus under the elms of Yale, 
convalescing from war wounds, and 
you'll get the spirit of the scene at 
Oxford to-day. 

To-morrow the halls of the class 
rooms will be full of busy youths. 
But they will not be reciting Greek 
and Latin. They will be learning les- 
sons in fighting. Most of the colleges 
here have been turned over to the War 
Department. Young men from all 
over England who had never expected 
to enjoy So fine a thing as going to 
Oxford, find themselves sitting daily In 
the historic halls learning how to kill. 
They are to become commissioned of- 
ficers. 

Take young men from every city In 
the United States, remove them from 
their jobs in railroads offices, haber- 
dashery stores, drug stores and busi- 
ness houses, send them all to Cam- 
bridge. Mass., and let them go daily to 
recitation rooms of Harvard to hear 
lectures on "How to be an Officer," 
and you've got the scene. Put them in 
American khaki and the picture Is 
complete. 

How do the (own folks take it? It's 
deathly hard on them. They live. In I 
peace times, on students. Now there! 
are no students. In this way Oxford, ! 
Cambridge, too, as well as all the' • 
other university towns of England, bas 
been hit harder than any other city on 
the little island. 



QUEENS O.T.C. 
START WORK 
IN EARNEST 



The New Men Given Cards and 
Sworn in Before 
Colonel. 



Corps Reduced in Numbers. 



The Course Affords a Splendid 
Opportunity for Securing 
a Commission. 



The Queen's O.T.C. work of the year 
was begun on Saturday afternoon. 
Each company met In the places an- 
nounced In Friday's journal. After a 
little preliminary talk, the officers se- 
cured the names of all those present. 
The new men were given attestation 
cargo's and then marched before Col. 
Cunningham and sworn in. 

Tho O. T. C. is greatly reduced in 
numbers, but will bo greatly increas.- 
ed in efficiency this year. Last sea- 
son the battalion was not organized 
until after Christmas, but. despite the 
short time spent in drilling, the men 
acquitted themselves creditably in the 
spring. In any body of its size there 
is a great amount of work to be done 
in getting properly organized. The 
majority of the men knew nothing of 
drill, and most of the officers and 
N.C.O's. were very much out of prac- 
tice. However, this year the pre- 
liminary work Is completed and the 
O. T. C. should be a greater success 
than ever. The O. T. C. has many 
schemes which will be both interesting 
and instructive. On each Thursday 
there will be a lecture from 5 to 6 
is which some tactical principle will 
be explained, then on each Saturday 
the battalion will take part in some 
scheme based upon this principle. The 
district within a radius of five miles 
of the University, provides very suit- 
able ground for military tactics. Lat- 
er in the year the men will be afford- 
ed plenty of ammunition for target 
practice. 

This course should be taken by 
every male student, says the Queen's 
Journal. Not ouly as an exercise but 
as a necessary work. At present 
every one of us have friends at the 
front, many of us intend going in the 
spring, and none of us know whether 
all may not have to go. Now that the 
country Is at war, each man should 
consider it his duty to learn something 
of military matters. A great number 
of the men now at Queen's will not 
be able to go because of some very 
strong private reason, but the least 
they can do is to be prepared in case 
it becomes necessary. This O. T. C. 
work has no "strings" to It. No mem- 
ber is under any more obligation to go 
to the front than any civilian in Can- 
ada. Each member has the O.C's word 
of honor, that he can have his dis- 
charge at the end of each college term, 
or at any time if necessary. Again, 
this course affords the men of Queen's 
an excellent opportunity of securing 
qualifications for commissions. Many 
men of last year's battalion are now 
lieutenants at Barrlefield and at the 
front. 

This year the drills will be on Tues- 
day, 4 to 5 p.m., company drill; Thurs- 
day, 4 to 6, lecture; Saturday after- 
noon, tactical scheme. Every, afternoon 
Sergt.-MaJ. Walker will be ip Convoca- 
tion Hall from 1 to 6, giving special 
Instruction In squad drill, musketry, 
etc., in periods of one hour. Each 
member should attend these special 
classes as they are very imiDrtant. 
It is expected that every Queen's man 
will belong to the O. T. C.

" There has not been a marked Ger- 
man influence in the University of 
Toronto," said President R. A. Fal- 
coner, replying to a correspondent's 
criticism that Prof. George L. Robin- 
son, formerly of Knox College, was to 
some certain extent a product of Ger- 
man ideas prevalent at Varsity in his 
day, and that his recent utterances 
might be regarded as "chickens come 
homo to roost." 

" There never has been a marked 
German influence at the University of 
Toronto." repeated the president, "any 
more than in any university in the 
world. Of course, many of our older 
professors have been educated In Ger- 
many, though not many of the more 
recent additions to the staff. Most of 
them have come from Great Britain; 
most of our Ph.D.'s are from the Unit- 
ed States. There has always been 
heretofore an international exchange 
of thought and philosophy, but Ger- 
many will be in a state of intellectual 
and moral isolation after the war."
